They termed in ranks four ubroa.it 
and marched up tho street to the mine 
and formed in lino to await the appear- 
ance, of the minors at tho close of the 
d*y's wo.-ic, being forbidden by the 
opwutor to tro.-wpass on private grounds. 


At 4 o'clock tho uion came out, and 


woro nift by a committee of seven of 
the strikers, who nsod persuasive means 
to induce them to join the" strikers. For 
two honiM tho 2!) men held out stubborn- 
ly with the -100 strikers massed abont 
them on n vncnnr lot. They were as- 
•ured by Master Workman EH Thomas 
that they wonld bo amply cared for in 
yiae they joined tho striker!). Once a 
riot wan nearly started 'jy Ameri- 
ca Manly, wife of tho loader of the non- 
union men, i/uradmg up and down the 
atreet with a revolver nndm- her apron, 
and declaring that she would shoot tho 
first; man that molested her. 


Finally the nonunion men surren- 


dered and .igroed to join the strikers. 
This announcement was greeted by 
cheers, foil iwert by a volley ot pistol 
•hots into tho air, showing that tho 
(tinkers we re determined to sncceed by 
pnrsuasioi; or force. All parties were 
armed and made no attempt to conceal 
the fact. Tho affair has on,led most 
fortunately in that there waa no blood- 
abed.

How much 
more would they complain of a reduc- 
tion of 9 contt,.

INSURGENTS LANDED, 


Some Startling News From 


Cuba Brought by Steamer 


WRECK OF THE BRITISH VESSEL. 


the Shootlni of tho Captnln grid t<>1te«n 


AcoMeiti—Fifteen Innurceiita Wounded. 
but the Other* teaeaped »nd Have Not 
Yefc Been Captured — The Inaurg-enU* 
Caiifte Gaining Every Day. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 11.—Some start- 


ling details ot tlio successful efforts of 
the insurgents to gain entrance into tb.8 
port ot Baracoa, on tho north Bide ot 
Cuba, and the wreck of the small Brit- 
ish schooner tlint brought them to the 
entrance of that place, the shooting of 
hor master by the Spanish soldiers and 
tho imprisonment of hor entire crew, 
was told by the officers of the Nor- 
wogian steamship Spero, which arrived 
yesterday from that port. 


Excitement ransliigk at Baracon, and 


the majority of the residents of that 
place seem to sympathize with the in- 
snrfjonts. The large nnnibor that were 
landed from tho British schooner, which 
foundered before her name could be 
learned, made good their escape after a 
hot fight with the Spanish soldiers, 15 
of whom wore dangeronsly wounded 
and are iu Uio hospital. Tin's occurred 
on April 1, btit np to the time the Speio 
left, April 5, none of them had been 
captured and they are supposed to be 
proceeding overland to El Cobre, out- 
side of Santiago, the scene of most of the 
insurrection. 
Tho condition of affairs in Baracoa, 


which is tho center of nearly all of the 
banana plantations of eastern Cuba, is 
nssomiug serious shape, and nearly all 
the laborers are being pressed into the 
service of the revolution army. Over 
100 men gavo up work the day tho 
Spero left and joined the ranks of the 
insurgents. 


The 
kavt>or of Baraooa is being 


watched by the Spanish gtmboat Es- 
paua, and farther landing of troops 
from the insurgent forces at that point 
will probably be prevented. 


One of the Spero's passengers said tho 


shooting of tbe English captain was aa 
accident, aa it happened while he was 
being taken to jail by the Spanish sol- 
diers. Ho was shot through tho head 
and instantly killed. No one in Bara- 
coa seemed to know his name nor tho 
name of the vessel ho commanded. Tho 
sailors who were on board have all been 
sent into dungeons at Baracoa and are 
bring clobfly guarded. 


The insurgents that were on board 


the schooner were well armed and sup- 
plied with a lot of gold. Tho distance 
overland to Santiago is not far, bnt the 
country is mountainous in this locality 
and they wonld not bo able to roiiiforco 
the iiisurgoul fu.xcs for a week or 10 
d»ys, 
llOntho night of April 1, a Spanish 
mail str v'uslup Inn.leil at Baracoa 200 
troop* brought up frum other sections 
ol Ctiljn. 'J*ip 8]>f>n> visited Mara mid 
Ynmuro, two HimH towns iu Cuba, but 
all was qmot tiioro.

TAMPA, April II.—Late reports from 


Havana assert tint tlio ste.uner Manuel- 
ita has just arrived from Santiago with 
more than 800 wounded Spaniards (sol- 
diers). They were taken to the hos- 
pitals thoro, because tlio hospitals at 
Santiago aro crowded. 


A letter from Santiago mentions a bat- 


tle at Troconea, near the Cauto rivbr, 
in which tho Spanish general, Salceda, 
with 1,000 men, engaged a bond of revo- 
lutionists under Babi, about March 26. 
The Spanish loss waa said to be 380, 
while the Cuban loss was four killed, 
and 39 wounded. The Spanish troops 
were mostly boys, the letter states, and 
in the battle pity was taken on many 
who were caught, and their lives spared. 


Maceo has organized a large force in 


Santiago province. Since his arrival, 
800 soldiers, who fought under him in 
the former revolution, have joined him. 
They are principally from Majaguabo, 
.Moceo's old home.

Jose G. Bivero 
read a resume of the work of the revo- 
lutionary party during the post year. 
Fernando Kgnerdo was greeted with 
great applause. His speech waa patri- 
otic in the extreme. A telegram •was 
road announcing that a big battle had 
been foaght and won by the Cubans at 
Ramon do las Yagnos. 
A telegram 


from Cuban sources confirms Guillermo's 
death. The program continued until 
midnight. It was the largest meeting 
ever held in the Lyceo, and has created 
fresh interest in the cause.

COATMAKERS' 
STRIKE, 


Neitrly Tun Tlmu».iud People Out In Cin- 


cinnati ami More to Follow, 


CINCINNATI, April ll. — With every 


hour th*j strike of the Cincinnati coafc- 
malccrs steadily increases in proportions. 
Only a small number of simps in the 
city now remain open, and the chances 
are thut within a Jew days all will be 
closed. The strike is being carried on 
iu a thoroughly systematic manner, a 
porl'eet unanimity of purpose apparent- 
ly existing i u the ranks of the Coar- 
makors' Protective association which 
inaugurated it. 


A conservative estimate Wednesday 


made by President Mnench, pluses tho 
strikers" at 8,500. All of the members 
of the Coatniakers' Protective associa- 
tion, 200 in number, havo closed then 
shops, which in itself means 5,000 em- 
ployes out of work. 


The luadflrs of the strike seem highly 


encouraged over the success they are 
lue*ltitig with, and tho number of em- 
ployos already out is variously estimated 
at from 5,000 to 10,000. 


Tho present strike is different from 


most dinieuUies of the kind, in that it 
ih a strike of employers against em- 
ployers. It is not the workmen who 
mafln tlio demand for better prices, but 
their busso'i.

Three bodies, thosa 
of Robert Windier, Eugeno Birch and 
Michael Horan, aro still in the ruins of 
tho Hutchison building. Tho stubborn 
fire still bnnis among tho debris.

A BIS CONTRACT, 


A dispatch from 'Chicago says: 


One of the biggest sbipmentsof grain 
ever taken at the price was con- 
tracted for Saturday by the P., F. 
W. & C. road. The size of the ship- 
ment la said to be $1,500,000 bushels 
of wheat, and the price something 
below ten cents per hundred pounds. 
The contract calls for a shipment to 
the seaboard and thence to Liver- 
pool. Shippers declare they cannot 
profitably ship wheat in the present 
state of the market and pay more 
tha^eight and a half cents a bushel. 
Few'lines, however, in view of the 
present demoralization, are willing 
to cut the tariff to so low a figure, 
but the near approach of the lake 
season, and the fact tbat most of the 
grain could be held until the opening 
of navigation without loss to the 
shippers, goes far toward making the 
freight agents take almost anything 
they can get.

BBIT1SH VEPZOELAN QUESTION. 


President Creipl ot Veiiemolm Sendi » Spe- 


cial HIeM«ffe to tUa CongreH off Venezu- 
ela MIC! That liodr Immediately Adopt* 
• RiMolutlou That Hai Jiut Hutched 
WuNhliiBtou—That Country F«el» Safe. 
WASHINGTON, April 10. — President 


Crespo of Venezuela has sent a special 
message to the congress of Venezuela 
concerning the attitude of the United 
States ou the British-Venezuela ques- 
tion. Immediately following the re- 
ceipt of the president's message the con- 
gress passed resolutions amid great.eiv 
thusiasm, heartily thanking tho United 
States for its sympathy and support. 


Senor Androda, the Venezuelan min- 


ister here, yesterday received copies of 
the message and resolutions. In u day 
or two he will have enrolled copies de- 
livered to the state department and 
probably to the president. The people 
are also getting up a monster popular 
petition breathing the warmest appreci- 
ation for tho support of the great re- 
public of the north. President Crespo's 
message says: 


"The high po\yers of the United 
States have just given in the pending 
queslion tmtweeii Venezuela and Eng- 
land a signal proof of the extent to 
which the principal of human justice 
prevails among the great people. The 
chief magistrate of that powerful re- 
public being persuaded of the gieat 
peril, which is involved for American 
interests through a prolongation ot a 
conflict of such a grevious nature, ex- 
pressed in his message to congress tho 
fatroiig wish of inducing Great Britain 
to put an end to tlie dispute by arbitra- 
tion, a recourse long ago earnestly pro 
posed by Venezuela. 


In the house of representatives there 


was introduced as a consequence of the 
president's solutory woids a le.iolutlon 
ui which bos been inserted m the yel- 
low book of Venezuela, aud in the terms 
of which is disclosed the noblest inter- 
est m settling tne unfortunate 
contro- 


versy closed m conformity with justice 
and reason. The resolution earnestly 
recommends to the two contending 
parties- the adoption of thecour^o indi- 
cated by the messogo of the president of 
the United HUttju in order to peaceably 
settle the dispute which, as 1 is b"sn 
said, is the some course Venezuela has 
stood ready to pursue.

Such tokens of the 


spuit ot justice with which the trail- 
bceudent question of Umaua boundaries 
is studied and con-mlured by the nuigis- 
ti.ite and legislature of the great re- 
public of the north requires from Vene- 
zuela a significant act ol" special grati- 
tude, wluch only you can sauctiou, so 
as to express the wish of the whole peo- 
ple of Venezuela. Certain I feel that 
this idea will have the most enthusiastic 
acceptance u. the hearts of our worthy 
legislator-H " 


Tlie congress iu joint assembly, as oc- 


curs when important subjects ore under 
consultation, ut once acted upon Presi- 
dent Crespo'sStuggestion, and the resolu- 
tions express the deep appreciation of 
Venezuela for the co-operation of tlie 
United States in the former contention 
with England. 


Word reached the legation here that 


Venezuela feels so secure m her rights 
that sho is pushing forward public iin- 
provemMits1 iu the disputed territory. 
This is shown by a report from the 
commissary general, stating that he has 
finished a church which is to be the 
nucleus of a settlement in the Amocuro 
region. This is a sort of Venezuelan 
outpost, where they are taking a stand 
to resist further eiio oachrueuts of Great 
Britain.

and the blooms more abundant. Second 
crop seed, allowed to become sprouted 
aud soft before planting, yielded only 
J4 per cunt more than ordinary seed po- 
tatoes.
